grounds management, business 
(a wide variety of subjects from 
typing and secretarial to ac- 
counting and business 
management), commercial art, 
diesel and heavy duty 
mechanics, drafting and design 
technology, electrical and 
automation technology, elec- 
tronic technology, health oc- 
cupations (licensed practical 
nursing, dental assisting, etc.) 
instrument repair, machine 
shop, professional driving, 
refrigeration and air con- 
ditioning. and welding. In ad- 
dition, a substantial curriculum 
in general education and related 
subjects on a college level is 
offered. 


The school began in 1941 in the 
old CCC camp and fairground 
buildings near what is now the 
Provo Municipal Golf Course 
under the leadership of H.E. 
Johnson, who still lives in Orem 
today to see the fruits of his 
pioneer work in vocational 
education. He directed the 
school through its formative 
first years. In the summer of 
1945, Lorenzo Peterson on leave 
from Weber College became its 
director briefly. The same year 
Wilson W. Sorensen took the 
reins with the title of director, 
becoming president when the 
school was made a state in-
